e* During 1961 it hee beeooe InereeBlngly erldent that operetlima 
into the USSR InToleing both JAXSJSfX. end S A CABi H. ehould be re-examiiiied 
oarefully by both pertiee in order to deterMne whether or not the 
j^eeot degree ef eoordiiaetLen is edeqaete to insure eueoeeefnl/operetione 
in eerteln seetore of the target erM* At the leet gmterel oenferenoe 
held in April of this peer* it wee egreed that the presmt fom of 
extremely loose eoordinetlmDi would be euffioient for the present* fhe 
question of joint eperatione was to be deferred to a later date* 

b* It is felt that new there ie adequate evidenoe to show that the 
present form of eocu*dlnationj both in the purely operational and in the 
eperatlomalo i^litieal fields* ie inadequate and will lead* if it haa net 
alreedy* to oorloue repM^esimae* Oporatimae whieh either SAOABM or 
dATHiKK hare developed to maturity* eannet help but be subjeet to unusual 
atreas beoausa ene or the other ef the two eenrioee has entered into the 
field without ad»q«mte eoerdlnatima* fhe situation is partieularly eeute

f* Although we have ample evldenee that «t&IBAIIA eonsldere the Gauoaslan 
and Central nationalitiee its own operational preserve, we are now beginning 
to take an aetlve interest in those groups and hope to reeruit agent 
personnel among them* This will surely bring tie into operational and 
polltloal oonfliot with JAIH^A* 

g* There Is also evldenee, shortly to be reported on, that ddySAMK has 
made overtures to the more radioally natlonaliSi^ wing of the lywisrwssian 
movesoant* This is not oonflrmed as yet, but does not sound illogleal* 

h* Finally, it is perhaps in the polltloal field, as it of foots 
operstlOTS, that wo find ourselves oonfront^ the ncMt serious differenoe 
of opinion and taetios exiating betwesn MtSUMK and ZACABldi* It is not 
the purpose of tMs study to in^re Into the extent to whloh the aetlwis of 
JATHAUg and apparently private soeleties refleet the opinion of the govern** 
neat* lewever, it Is olesr that everything posslhle and within reason is 
bdLng dens by largs segoMats of British effioial, sead.**offiela]l private 
opinion to support separatism, urge anti*ihissiaa feeling and eounteraet the 
efforts of ZAIABAL to prwBOte a united front against Stalinism* 

i* If this polltloal differsnee were restrioted to the theorotloal level, 
it would net be of sueh great importanee in the epeiwtlonal pioture (although 
by no means should its offset in ^ prepagnada and pelitioai fields be mint** 
sited)* lewever, sines we suppert emigre groups of various hues, obtsin 
agents from them, and support rsslstanoe movements in the interior, we eannot 
ignore the ehasm that exists* Unless both dilBillK and ZACABAL art able to 
find a mutually aoeeptable approaoh to this problem, tt will eonfuse Md 
embitter attempts to work out more satlsfaotory operational relaticuiships*

(1) Another atteapt ahould be aade elailar te that laitiated bgr 
Breaaaa during the April eoafereneea to outline the U*8« attitude aad 
poliey on the queetlcm of a united front of Soviet emigreee against 
Stalinicou iSe reoogeiso that it will be a delioate natter, but we idunild 
follow this by an inqtdry into juat to what de^pree *prlTate” soeietiee 
llloe the Scottish League for European Freddcm repreeent Bbitlsh Senroraswat 
opinion* Doee the benevolent attitude toward the Anti*Belehevik l^oe of 
Katlona (AM) Inolude (Uttive auppert and alec ren.eot offielal polleyf 
Perhaps we will find that there le considerable reeistanee to our aaltied 
front poliey and a feeling that supporting eeparatiste aere denai^ e«s 
be done to the Soviet Espire* It is more likely that JATHfiKE will point 
crat* as they have in the past, tlat separatists provide larger poele of 
agent personnel* Qnoe these opposing views are elarlfled. and the deaago 
that they wreak in operations against the eoimon eaewgr ie aseessed. then 
they oan be presented for settlement at the highest level* Wltheut this 
spade work, oondueted In an atmosphere of eomplete fran]aiess« we will never 
be able to j^esent the matter for deelsion end uzdess a deoision Is mide. 
neither our polltioal and operational programs will prosper*

b. AEROBUS 

(1) Since the demise of our operational relationship with this 
group, we have successfully recruited on an independent basis three 
CALCMEOUS 1 members for use in Berlin — CALCANEOUS 19, CALCANEOUS 23, 
and CALCAREOUS 26 • We have also contacted CACHIIINO 4 and expect to give 
him a more thorough interrogation with a possible view of using him as a 
MAT instructor* Melendy was in Mmich for a week working on the interroga- 
tion and CARRIAGE tests of CALCAITEOUS 23 and will return to Berlin after a 
well-deserved vacation to take over the operation there in what we hope, 
pending Washington approval, will continue to be a joint operation for the 
inducement of defection. 

(2) Sabarth and Eastlower have conducted some housekeeping details 
in connection with the liquidation of our contact with CALCAREOUS 1* 

Primary among these was the return of the Volkswagen and the motorcycle 
which we purchased for this group and which we find had, in fact, been 
pawned by them to augment their personal resources. As of this date the 
Volkswagen has been returned and we anticipate the early return of the 
motorcycle. 

(3) Pirtle has discussed with Thibodeau at some length the 
possibility of giving support to CALCAREOUS 1 for political reasons either 
overtly or covertly, and both have reached the conclusion that whatever 
support is deemed desirable must be given through overt channels from 
Thibodeau. The latter is contemplating an approach to CALCAREOUS 3 with
